"Last night's air raid was carried 


out by two enemy airships. Six bombs 
were dropped on a coast town by the 
first airship at 2 a. m. 
According to 


the latest police roports, two persons j 
were killed, 15 injured and a large 
number of houses were damaged. 


The second raider attacked the east 


coast town of West Anglia at about 
"i':30 a. m. She was heavily shelled by 
guns of the anti aircraft defence and 
driven off. It was possible that she 
was damaged by gun lire.

was 
engaged and 


brought down in flames by a pilot of 
the Royal Flying corps. 


A dispatch from an east town says 


that thousands of persons witnessed 
the destruction of the dirigible.

attack lasted for about an hour. When 
the black object was seen to burst into 
domes the populace broke into cheers. 


The dirigible dropped into a field 


of corn and was completely destroyed. 
All of the crew were killed and their 
bodies charred.

ONLY GRAVE SITUATIONS WILL 


CALL THEM FROM DISTRICT 


Albuny. June 17.—Only critical sit- 


uations such as riots or insurrections 
would force Governor Whitman to call 
Homo Defense corps outside of their 
home localities for service after the 
National Guardsmen are called to their 
southern training camp July 15. This 
Governor Whitman made plain today 
in a letter to Frank L. Crocker, chair- 
man of the Xassau County Home De- 
fense committee. 


Mr. Crocker's letter put the situa- 


tion squarely up to the governor, and 
the answer of the executive was just 
as flat, bringing assurance to the pat- 
riotic men who desire to join 
the 


Home defense corps, but who would 
be unable to do so if they were or- 
dered away from their home locali- 
ties. 


Governor Whitman's reply called 


attention to the fact that while under 
the authority vested in him by the 
constitution, he could call upon all 
men between the ages of IS and 45, 
for whatever duty he saw fit, 
I have 


no intention of issuing 
any 
orders 


which will require the members.of the 
Home Defense corps to do police duty 
outside of their home locality." 
The 


governor said in part: 


"It should be clearly understood, 


however, that in case of an emer- 
gency, riot or Insurrection anywhere 
in the state, 1 diiall order such units 
of whatevci military 
force 
existing 


within the statte, including the Home 
Deffense corps, as may ppear neces- 
sary, to proceed at once to that local- 
ity to assist in suppressing1 such dis- 
order. 
You will of course bear in 


mind that the state law vests in the 
governor the right to do this in any 
case;

OUR FOOD NEEDS 


Hopes For Complete Federal 


Control by Sept, 15, 


SAYS SITUATION IS BRIGHTER 


Chairman of 
Hou«« Committ**, 
In 


Charg* of Administration'* Program, 
Sums Up Problem* Which Proposed 
Law* Seek to •'Solve—Control Bill 
Chiefly a Precaution. 


Asbury Francis Lever of South Caro- 


lina, chairman of the house committee 
on agriculture, tbc man who is feeling 
his way day by day in directing the ad. 
ministration's \\iiriime food legislation, 
summed up the food measures now 
pending and stated his case so that a 
layman who knows nothing of the 
problcA of getting legislation through 
the house and senate of the United 
States could understand. 


"The most vital thins in the country 


right now, for the immediate future 
and for the duration of this war, is the 
full and complote control of the food 
situation in tlie lines of production, 
conservation and proper and economic 
distribution," said Mr. Lever. 


l'"or this Mr. Lever has hi3 hands 


full. He is presenting to the nation a 
plan of wartime food control and reg- 
ulation without precedent in the his- 
tory of the country. He holds steadi'y 
to the major purpose to increase and 
conserve the nation's food and to pro- 
vide for the allied nations before it is 
too late to avert what may prove a 
serious condition. 


To thousands Asbury Francis L«ver. 


representative, is just a name, and a 
name that connotes the theoretical end 
of the food problem at that The farm- 
er dipping away in his plowed field in 
the summer heat and the housewife 
irettlug midy to "put up" berries in 
her kitchen dub the man who Is at- 
tending to this vital matter 'for them 
a machine remote from the hardpau 
of living. 


Problem of Kitchen and Farm. 


The farmer and the housewife "will 


understand when one says that ilr. 
Lever has the Htchen aud the farm 
end of the enormous subject at heart 
and is as hard worked as any farmar 
after a rush season of plowing and a 
little bit more so. This country is fac- 
ing certain fundamental facts affecting 
the food situation. These are, accord- 
ing to Mr. Lever: 


That the world is existing on a basis 


of inflated currency. 


That there is a tremendous gold sup- 


ply, reducing the purchasing power of 
gold. 


That in this country there is a great- 


ly disturbed transportation system, 'a 
poor shipping system. 


That we have a great shortage of 


terminal facilities at ports. 


That we are in more or less of a con- 


dition of hysteria, causing individuals 
to hoard food. 


That there is some food speculation, 


with various and sundry things enter- 
ing into it. 


JJr. Lever explained the elements in 


the food legislation now before the 
lawmakers in Washington as they 
stand today after the hashing over 
they have had since being approved 
and recommended by the president and 
the secretary of agriculture. The first 
so called Lever bill, which has reach- 
ed consideration in the senate as a sub- 
stitute bill, provides for an appropria- 
tion to make a rapid and wide survey 
of the food situation under the auspices 
of the department of agriculture, in- 
cluding attention to seed conservation 
and live stock. So much for this im- 
portant machinery, if the president is 
given the authority asked under the 
second Lever bill, which places in the 
hands of the president very plenary 
powers to handle the food and fuel 
situation of the United Stntes both as 
it nffccts this country and tho allies in 
this war. 


It is Mr. Lover's belief that there is 


not In this country today an alarming 
situation, rather one to he taken up 
in duo time before sueh a degree is 
reached. In brief the bill would give 
the president: 


Full Power For President. 


Power to prevent hoarding and mo- 


nopolization of food: power to prevent 
extortion ntul extortionate prices and 
corners; in cxru-me case", authority 
to take over storage plants, ware- 
houses, mines, factories, to operate 
them and sell tlie prr55nct'= to the peo- 
ple tmder regulations; to require con- 
cerns engaged in storage warehousing 
to be licensed and to do business under 
rules governing their conduct. In or- 
der to stimulate production of the 
farmer, to fix a guaranteed farmer's 
profit; to handle in the most effective 
way, either through regulation or by 
absolute prohibition, the matter of 
speculation In the necessaries of life, 
including fuel, 
clothing, 
foodstuffs, 


power to regulate the amount of grain 
that may be used in alcoholic drinks 
and even in nonalcoholic drinks Or to 
prohibit the use of grain In beverages 
If he thinks it wise to do it. 


The bill will carry a sufficient appro 


priation to carry out the purposes and 
to make good ifuarantees to the fo/rn- 
ers. In order to obtain efficient returns 
It is Mr. Lever's hope that portions of 
the bill at least will be In operation by 
Sept. 15. 


"I believe the situation will get bet- 


ter, that it would hare improved with- 
out this legislation and that it will 
immeasurably Improve with it," «ald 
Mr. Lever. 


Th» Word "Amen." 


The word "amen" literally means 


"true." Used as a substantive, "that 
which is true," or "the truth." In the 
nynagogucs and private houses of the 
Hebrews it was customary for the peo- 
ple or the members of tho family to 
pay "amen1' to the prayers offered by 
the prie.it or iho master of the house.

ECONOMY POINTS. 


Simple Waya of Doing Common Thing* 


Ba*t. 


A satisfactory way of flslnj? gangers 


to light freight dresses or blouses Is to 
crochet them on. Insert th« crochet 
"Book into the cloth on the Inner seam 
of the sleeve and make a chain stitch 
of tbe desired length, then fasten like a 
loop. 


Children's sleeves often have to be 


lengthened, and the best way to pro- 
vide for this is lu tbe cuffs. Cut the 
cuffs about one-third wider than want, 
ed. then stitch one side to the sleeve 
imd sew sleeve and cuff seam together 
before sewing tlte, other side of cuff to 
sleeve. Turn sleev,e wrong side out 
and turn the extra width of the cuff in 
'ind whip to sleeve. When the sleeve 
Is to be lengthened It is an easy matter 
to take out the whipping stitches, 1ft 
dowu the cuff and whip it into place 
again. 


When sewing on hook? ana eyes pin 


a tape measure where the hooks are to 
go and sew the hooks an inch apart. 
Then pin the tape measure on the op- 
posite side nntl sew on tbe eyes. You 
will find thnt i- this manner you can 
do the work mcuh quicker and it in less 
wearisome thnn measuring each one. 


Gathering or shirring by band la te- 


dious, and tne work can be done with 
more case on the sewing machine. 
Simply lengthen, the stitch and hold 
the top thread between thumb and 
forefinger and sew us usual. The tight- 
n'pfi.s of the top thread will gauge tbe 
fullness of your gathers. 


From your old blankets you may be 


able to cut 'enough to make a baby 
blanket. Blud the edges with white 
satin feather stitched In place and if 
the blanket warrants it embroider » 
dninty wreath with baby'i Initial in 
the center.

about themselves? 
"He knew what 


was in man," and translated it long 
before any words could have given it 
utterance. 


What. then, was left? 
Very little. 


He could inquire for men's frames of, 
mind, states of feeling, and attitudes 
of will, and then only when He want- 
ed to commit them and put them On 
record; when it would do them good 
to declare their faith or register their 
decisions. 
As a. matter of fact, an 


analysis of these questions yields us 
precisely this result. They are heart- 
searching questions. anr! 
addressed 


well-nigh exclusively to the will. This 
is the way they divide themselves:
